The reputation of 
Francis Parkman stands to-day on 
higher plane than in pas* years, lie 
easily outranks nil the other historians 
of the t'nlted States and Canada. 
Although in poor health, suffering 
from constant attack? of blindness, he 
was an indcfntigiiable worker, and has 
left immortal accounts of Hie early 
days of North Anicriea. which are tie- 
Ilghteful reading and correct in detail 
to the America of fifty years ago.

Dr. McCLURE 

Old Graduate Tells of Medi- 
cal Work in China 

"H wo have done, nothing morn than 
lo novo the pour Chinese from the, 
liarlutrltlen of Ignorant native healers 
the work has linen worth while." .said 
Dr. \V Ilia lii McCiiire, Ails '7^, Med 
'Kl In BponkliiK lo lb,- Dally about the 
work In China done by Chilatiaii 
medical mliiiiloiis with which he has 
been connected lor tho pa.it thirty 
yea,™. At present Dr. McCluro Is on 
a .vein's riirloiigh from bis work at 
Hie Shantung Christian University 
whore ho linn been I 'rofensor of Inter- 
nal Medicine since 1917. Previously 
he had been at various hospitals, undor 
Hie Mission Hoard of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

Questioned about the McGill Medi- 
cal School of his student days Dr. Mc- 
Clure wn.« reminiscent of many of the 
famous men here in the past. In 
retrospection lie visualized Sir William 
Osier and tho first good microscope 
witli Its water Immersion lens. Dr. 
I'tosH, Sir Thomas liodduk, Dr. Khop- 
pard and many others. In thoHc da.ys 
the General Hospital had about 150 
beds while the staff consisted of. 
two surgeons and two physicians for 
the. Intlour and a Mke number for the 
Outdoor and four resident internes 
and tho superintendent which latter 
position Dr. McCuro himself held from 
1SS5 to 1SSS. 

In that year Dr. McCluro put out 
his shingle on St. Catherine Street 
but within a month he was appointed 
to a station in China, Honiin Provin«e 
Missionary work in those days was in 
its infancy and the hospital was not 
very elaborate'. With the. help of a 
native «tresser Dr. McCiiire made the 
almost incredible number of .13.000 
treatments in a single year, almost 
a third of the number treated by the 
outdoor staff of tlie Montreal Cîeiieral 
Hospital, in the forenoons he. did 
operations and held Outdoor in the 
afternoons. Ono forenoon he did six 
ciitniactfi and two days later four more 
all of which were successful. The 
operating room wns roofed with corn- 
stalks nnd measured 12 by Hi feet- 
Thore was a table in the centre while 
the Instumonts were sterilized over an 
oil siovc. In the afternoon th" tabic 
wan moved out and the room became 
the out-patient department, and 
through it as in. ins as 210 patients 
were given treatment in a single day. 
There were no beds only a raised 
brick floor on which n« many as could 
find room need to lie. 

During Hi P.oxer uprising this first 
hospllril was burned and In passing 
Or. McCluro mentioned that his ool- 
loge diplomas and Ids Quebec license 
to practise had been destroyed. Ho 
laughingly added that be bad had to 
gel along without these ever since,

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BOXING— AN OUTCAST 



It %vas with a good deal of surprise that, while glancing through 
The Trojan, we came across an article staling that boxing had been 
Wired from the University of Southern California. Boxing barred 
from a university! Our mind was jarred. Our lofty ideas about the 
mfcnly art of self defense threatened to crash about our ears, h or 
was not boxing one of the great teachers of self-reliance; one of 
the developers of manhood and strong character? At least we have 
»Sv»ys thought so. But here we found at a great university, a mag- 
nificent sport had been chased out of doors. Boxing was an outcast 
and had been branded as undesirable by the authorities. 

But, we argued, there must be reasons. There were, for in the 
jii tditorial columns of The Trojan we found the pros and cons of the 
situation. The action of the faculty was supported by a man, w.hile 
it was heartily condemned by a woman writer. "It is the opinion 
•f the Trojan,'" states the man, "that the faculty has acted wisely 
in calling a halt on boxing activities. Not only is it savage in its 
nature but its continuance as a university sport encourages men of 
at least semi-professional standing to enroll in the University. More- 
over boxing has received only scant encouragement from the leading 
universities.** And, as a finaJ climax comes this remarkable 
Statement: "Of la^e years boxing has been making a valiant struggle 
<o assume airs of greater respectability and dignity; but it is doubtful 
ff it haB succeeded' to any extent. A Christian University is well 
rid of a sport that is connected with so many evil associations." 

This is merely the skeleton of the argument in support of the 
banning of a noble sport. It is sufficient, however, to show the 
■depths to which athletics may sink. If a college has to bar boxing 
because of the fear of professionalism a very sad state of affairs has 
keen reached. Sport has then descended into the mire and we doubt 
if the exterior forces of the authorities can lift it out and give the 
necessary cleansing. Boxing 5s one of the most popular branches of 
athletics at McGill and we are proud of the sport, proud of the tra- 
ditions behind it here; and proud of the men who take part in it. 
We would hang our heads with sincere shame if our own authorities 
had to ban boxing for reasons similar those given in the Trojan. 

But there is at least one bright spot in the darkness. There is 
a woman who ardently supports boxing and severely criticizes those 
who have thrown it out. She writes in part: "Boxing may offend 
.the delicate sensibilities of some of our more 'intellectual' brethren 
bttt it certainly takes nerve and skill to participate even though it 
ii merely of the physical brand. There are too many "sheiks" and 
"whipped cream warriors" among us now, without trying to dis- 
courage any sport which brings out those qualities which* make for 
physical prowess. A good fight never hurts a man anyway. He is 
« fighter from both nature and necessity. 

The Trojan has given us both sides of the situation but unless 
there are many things hidden we prefer to support the attitude taken 
hy the second editorial writer. The banning of boxing is, to us, al- 
most inconceivable but we should all pray that McGill will never 
have to face problems similar to those of the Californian University.

The tonnape of the 
port of Colombo is srestcr than that 
of Xcw York. 

Ceylon is therefore more modernised 
than India. China, etc.: the F.n-'lish 
lamruntre and curtoms are widely 
in use: but Ceylon hn- been modern- 
ired withott the slow moral and re- 
ligious éducation of the west. 

The five thousand European resi- 
dents of the islar.il have been among 
the greatest obstacles to social health 
(except the British Government offi- 
cials)— they are snohbisTi: encouraged 
the use of intoxicants in spke of the 
native religions (Mohammedan. Bud- 
dist. Hindu): made the brothers of Co- 
lombo among the worst in the world. 

Ceylon's conception of the Western 
world, its life and ideals, :s impor- 
tant for all relations with the Orient. 

Colombo is the head of the MoO-ill 
Mission: it ha? -work also In fifteen 
other centres and in several schools 
and colleges. 1: has. when fully staff- 
ed, three Enclish workers and a score 
of native workers. The former are 
supported from America, the latter, 
where paid workers are supported in 
Ceylon. 

There is n fine new building in Co- 
lombo: built bj- native subscriptions 
with the help of the British officials 
and sonic assistance *rom New Tork. 
The equipment at other centres is 
very 'modest. 

Murray Brooks of McGill is the head 
of the Mission: assisted: until recent- 
ly, in educational work by Dr. Gordon 
Brown of McGill: latter now atVhoine 
because of ill health of his family; 
his successor not yet appointed.
